This is in response to your letter dated 7 December 1976 
to the General Services Administration, National Archives and 
Records Service, Washington, D.C. Please refer also to our 
letter dated 17 January 1977. 

Your request has been reviewed carefully and our deter- 
mination is as follows: 

The fact of the existence or non-existence of the 
kind of records you request is currently properly 
classified pursuant to Executive Order 11652 and there- 
fore is exempt from disclosure in accordance with exemp- 
tion (b)(1) of the FOIA. By this answer we are neither 
confirming nor denying that such records exist. It is 
further determined that the fact of the existence or 
non-existence of the records also pertains to information 
relating to intelligence sources and methods which the 
Director of Central Intelligence has the responsibility 
to protect from unauthorized disclosure pursuant to 
50 U.S.C. 403(d)(3) and is therefore exempt from disclosure 
in accordance with exemption (b) (3) of the FOIA. For 
your information, exemption (b)(1) applies to material 
which is properly classified pursuant to Section 1 of 
Executive Order 11652, and is exempt under Section 5(B) 
of the same Order; and, (b)(3) applies to the Director's 
statutory obligations to protect from disclosure in- 
telligence sources and methods, as well as the organization, 
functions, names, official titles, salaries or numbers 
of personnel employed by the Agency, in accord with the 
National Security Act of 1947 and the CIA Act of 1949, 
respectively. 

The Above decision was made by Mr. Charles A. Briggs, 

DDO Information Review Officer. As specified in the Freedom 



of Information Act, you have the right to appeal this decision 
by addressing your appeal to the CIA Information Review Committee, 
via the undersigned. 

We wish to apologize for the length of time it took to 
complete the processing of your request, but as we sought to 
explain to you some time ago we have been veritably inundated 
by a huge number of similar requests over the past several 
months. We could, accordingly, only do our best to apportion 
our time and efforts in a manner calculated to satisfy as many 
of our requesters as possible. We thank you for your patience 
and consideration.
